This land, with the lot at the corner of Bedford and West Streets 
Is the area which the Historical Commission proposes to have set aside

Honorable Selectmen: 

We have examined the combined financial statements of the various funds of the 
Town of East Bridgewater, Massachusetts as of and for the year ended June 30, 1984, 
as listed in the table of contents. Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and accordingly, included such tests of the accounting records 
and such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 

The town follows accounting practices prescribed by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts which vary in certain respects from generally accepted accounting prin- 
ciples. The most significant difference relates to the use of the cash basis method for 
recording pension expenses for employees. Generally accepted accounting principles re- 
quire that pension costs be determined by actuarial methods instead of the cash ‘‘pay- 
‘ as-you-go”’ basis described in Note 2 to the accompanying financial statements. 

Consistent with the practices of many municipalities in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, the town has not maintained historical cost records of its property, plant 
and equipment. Accordingly, the combined financial statements referred to above do 
not include a general fixed asset account group which should be presented to conform 
with generally accepted accounting principles. 

In our opinion, except for the effects of not providing for pension costs on an actu- 
arial basis and except that the omission of financial statements of the town’s general 
fixed assets results in an incomplete presentation as explained above, the combined 
financial statements referred to above present fairly the financial position of the Town 
of East Bridgewater, Massachusetts at June 30, 1984 and the results of its operations 
and the changes in financial position of its non-expendable trust funds for the year then 
ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis 
consistent with that of the preceding year. 

Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the financial 
statements taken as a whole. The accompanying financial information listed as a schedule 
in the table of contents is presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not a re- 
quired part of the financial statements of the Town of East Bridgewater, Massachusetts. 
The information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the exami- 
nation of the financial statements and, in our opinion, is stated fairly in all material 
respects in relation to the financial statements taken as a whole. 

In connection with our examination, we also (1) performed tests of compliance with 
the Revenue Sharing Act and regulations as detailed in the Commentary On The Audit 
Requirements of the 1980 Amendments to the State and Local Fiscal Assistance Act 
issued by the Office of Revenue Sharing, U.S. Department of the Treasury, and (2) com- 
pared the data on the 1983 General Revenue Sharing Form RS-8 with the unaudited 
records of the Town of East Bridgewater. 

In our opinion, for the items tested, the Town of East Bridgewater complied with 
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the aforementioned provisions of the Revenue Sharing Act and regulations. Further, 
based on our examination and the procedures referred to above, nothing came to our 
attention to indicate that the town of East Bridgewater had not complied with the 
aforementioned provisions of the Revenue Sharing Act and regulations.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

The Board of Selectmen herewith submit to you our Annual Report of progress 
and major actions throughout the year. 

We have worked very diligently to carry out the wishes of the voters from the various 
town meetings of the year. Our Fire Department received the new Ambulance and Fire 
Truck in late fall, and they are being put to good use as necessary. 

The Matfield River cleanup project finally got underway in October, and is con- 
tinuing and hopefully by spring, this project will be substantially completed; this should 
remedy a very serious long-standing atrocity. 

Cable Television is a reality after many years of controversy. Construction started 
after the first of the year, and by April, the first homes were viewing Cablevision. In 
December 1985, East Bridgewater’s own Channel 2—went on the air. 

The Studio at the High School was also completed in December 1985 and this is 
a very valuable commodity for the students and the townspeople who care to avail 
themselves. The Selectmen’s meetings will be taped starting in late January 1986 and 
this should be educational to our citizenry; in addition, CATV produces much needed 
revenue to the town. 

The Board of Selectmen adjusted the various license fees under their jurisdiction 
so that we now are more in line with our neighboring communities, and lower than some. 

We continue to meet with the Towns of Bridgewater, West Bridgewater, Whitman, 
Abington, Pembroke, Hanson and Halifax. These are in the best interest of harmony 
and strength when applying for various grants. These meetings have proved very educa- 
tional also, as we have had speakers who have great expertise in government. We hope 
to improve quality of life of our residents through this median. 

The Town continues to receive Revenue Sharing Funds from the Federal Govern- 
ment, however, this program may be short-lived. 

The Town was awarded a State Grant of $312,000.-- for the restoration of the Com- 
mon. After many years of discussion, frustration and controversy, the Town purchased 
the Common in 1984. A Town Common Committee was appointed and in the fall of 
1984, application for a State Grant was filed in the Cities & Towns Common Program. 
We were notified in the Spring that we were one of 21 towns receiving a Grant. The 
Committee is meeting diligently to accomplish the renovations which will be a major 
assist to our community; it is expected that by September of 1986, we should have a 
fine facility we can all be proud of. The Common Committee deserves many thanks. 

We have received approval for our Grant Application with Halifax and Whitman 
for ‘‘Planning Improvement Project’’ and this will be a major asset, amounts to $25,000.-- 
overall. 

In July, Northern Disposal, Inc. began ‘‘rubbish collection’’ throughout the town. 
This service was a result of negotiation between Northern Disposal Inc. President, Ed- 
ward Reddish, and the Board of Selectmen. Mr. Reddish agreed to a free rubbish col- 
lection service, and increase tonnage fee for an additional 30 acres of landfill site, with 
a 5 year termination date. 

An insurance consultant was hired in December, and hopefully this will reduce our 
costs which have soared in the past year due to industry wide cost of doing business. 

We ask for your continued input of ideas, thoughts, suggestions and methods that 
we can study and utilize to make our town government function more cost efficiently 
and effectively. Your attendance at our meetings are always welcomed and we sincerely 
urge all voters to attend all Town Meetings. 


We wish to express our deep gratitude to the various Town Officials, which includes 
the many unpaid Committees, Boards and Commissions, and our staff of long time, 
Administrative Assistant, Evelyn M. Pittsley; Clerk, Karen Grabau; Building Inspec- 
tor, Robert E. Lundberg; and certainly not least, our most efficient Town Accountant, 
Marilyn M. Mondeau; our Town Counsel, Kenneth E. MacMullen, has been very active 
on sundry matters, and he always does the very best.

Report of the Board of Assessors 


A full revaluation of all classes of property has been completed as mandated by 
the General Laws of Massachusetts for Fiscal Year 1986. The next revaluation will be 
for the Fiscal Year 1989 and will commence January 1, 1988. 

Real Estate values were established by Jerome Appraisal Company of East Provi- 
dence, Rhode Island, and Personal Property values were established by the Assessors 
Office. New Field Cards for each property were generated and supply a breakdown of 
the values of each improvement on the property as well as comparable properties in the 
town. Each property has a new three-digit Property Type Code applied to it to facilitate 
classification categories. These improvements to the field cards were a requirement of 
the Department of Revenue. 

As mandated by General Laws, all Assessors must successfully complete a ten-week, 
30-hour course ‘‘Assessment Administration: Law, Procedures, and Valuation’’ within 
two years of their election or appointment. Two Assessors and the Assistant Assessor 
fulfilled this requirement in 1985 and one Assessor received his Certificate of Achieve- 
ment in 1983. 

Assessors Maps and an Index Map of the Town were updated to January 1, 1985. 
New Maps were printed; and the Index Map was reduced in size and is available in the 
Assessors Office.

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Report of the Building Inspector 


To the Board of Selectmen and 

the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 
The Annual Report of the Building Inspector for 1985 is as follows: 
A total of 289 building permits were issued in 1985: 


59 Single Family Homes 
94 Alterations, Repairs and Additions 
56 Accessory Buildings 
33 Swimming Pools 

7 Commercial Buildings or Additions 
15 Miscellaneous Permits 
24 Wood Stove Permits 


The estimated construction cost as specified in the building permit application is 
$4,922,167.00. The fees collected for the permits totaled $14,252.00. This year there has 
been a substantial increase in construction throughout the Town. I believe that the pressure 
to develop the undeveloped areas will continue both in the residential and business/ 
industrial sectors. 

The communication between Boards, Committees and the Building Department is 
becoming increasingly important and much more difficult to coordinate and monitor 
due to the tremendous increase in activity. The proper procedure would be to have all 
permit applications and permits issued and coordinated through one office. 

At present, copies of decisions and permits are forwarded to the Building Inspector, 
who attempts to be knowledgeable of the permits and any conditions placed on them 
by various Boards and Committees, while monitoring the construction projects. It has 
become an almost impossible task. 

At some point, a revamping of the entire construction permit process must be ad- 
dressed. This coordination of permits will require a full-time Secretary/Clerk position, 
who would process all permit applications and direct the applicant to the proper Boards 
and Committees. 

I realize that the cost of this Secretary/Clerk cannot be justified through Building 
Permit fees, however, I believe the benefits to the Town would far exceed the total cost 
incurred. 

I sincerely appreciate the cooperation of the Townspeople, the various Inspectors, 
Boards and Committees and the Town Departments, without who’s assistance nothing 
could be accomplished.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater, 
the Conservation Commission submits its report for 1985. 


East Bridgewater is expanding at a tremendous rate and now more than ever it is 
necessary to watch over our resources. East Bridgewater is over forty percent wetlands 
and every effort must be made to protect our natural resources, particularly our water 
supply. There are many protective restrictions the Commission would like to see enacted 
and one of the important ones is that the Watershed Protection District be prohibited. 
We need the help of the people of the town as we were defeated at Town Meeting in 
our first attempt to have such a law passed. The Commission has not given up and will 
try again. The work of the Conservation Commission, because of the tremendous amount 
of building in the town has more than doubled. We have had many more Notices of 
Intent filed, held Public Hearings and issued Orders of Condition for these filings under 
the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act. We have also answered and resolved many 
complaints. 

We wish to thank the Eastern Edison Company, Allan Radcliffe, Alice Dutra and 
Sheldon L. Phinney for their gifts of land to the Town of East Bridgewater under 
Conservation Control. The Commission welcomes gifts of land as it is a means of having | 
open space for the future in the town. 

The Commission feels that in view of the increased building, much of which is in 
wetlands, that some kind of a check off method should be in effect before a building 
permit can be issued. 

We would again like to thank Brewster Fuller for all the engineering help he has 
given to the Commission.

To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

As Senior-Aide for the Town of East Bridgewater, the main purpose of my position 
is to help the elderly with their problems through information and referral. 

Some of the programs I cover are Co-ordinator of the Senior Citizens Club and 
' Co-ordinator of Volunteers, health and blood pressure clinics, free legal aid, transpor- 
tation, friendly visits at home and in the hospital, telephone reassurance calls, friendly 
visits, Self Help, Scope (Senior Citizens Opportunities for Personal Enrichment thru 
free physical and occupational therapy). I help with financial problems such as Social 
Security and Social Security Supplement, Medicare and Medicaid, Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield. 

I attend monthly meetings of the Southeastern Regional Council on Aging, also 
the Senior-Aide Program to keep up-dated on all the latest information that will benefit 
the elderly. 

I work closely with Old Colony Elderly Services and it is with regret that many 
services have had to be cut due to a drastic cut in State funding. There is hope for more 
financial assistance in the near future and that the services that were cut will be restored. 

We have many people taking advantage of our transportation program which in- 
cludes weekly trips for ‘‘in town’’ shopping and to the school luncheon. Also a once 
a month trip to a Mail. 

Our meals on Thursday at the Middle School are well attended and the new program, 
Meais on Wheels for shut-ins, is also a success. At the present time the number of meals 
allotted-to the town is full but I am hoping to have more in the near future. These meals 
are delivered by volunteers. 

My office is located at the Community Hall (Housing for the Elderly) 38 Riddell 
Road and I would be pleased to hear from any Senior Citizen who might want to contact 
me. My telephone is 378-7975.

Included are bi-weekly 
trips by the OCES Minibus serving more than 40 town residents, many of whom are 
from the West View Rest Home. We are indebted to the East Bridgewater Council on 
Aging for coordinating this service and for working closely with staff of our agency 
to better serve elderly clients in your town. 

New services offered through our agency beginning in 1985 are Respite Care, Adult 
Foster Care, and the Community Care Connection, which provides a full range of in- 
home services to very frail, medicaid eligible clients. Old Colony Elderly Services is also 
the designated Elderly Protective Services agency which is responsible for investigating 
reports of elder abuse and neglect.

Board of Health meetings were held on the second and fourth Wednesdays of the 
month at 9:00 a.m. in the L. Glady’s Farren Nurses’ Cottage. The Board was organized 
from January through April as follows: William A. Johnson, Chairman; Donald 
Nelson, Clerk; and Robert H. Jones, Member. In March Mr. Nelson announced that 
he would not be seeking re-election. 

After the Towns’ election in April, Dr. Albert Dunn, III joined the Board of Health 
and it was re-organized as follows: William A. Johnson, Chairman; Robert H. Jones, 
Clerk; and Dr. Albert Dunn, III, Member. 

As of July 8th, rubbish pickup was made available to the residents of East 
Bridgewater by Northern Disposal, Inc. This arrangement was a joint effort of the Board 
of Health and Board of Selectmen. The Disposal Area on Bridge Street is only open 
on Saturdays from 7:30 a.m.-2:30 p.m. and Sundays 8:00 a.m.-12:00 noon. 

Commencing September 1, 1985, Disposal Area Stickers were made available at 
the Board of Health Office Monday-Friday from 8:00 a.m.-12:00 noon and 1:00 
p.m.-4:00 p.m. 

Mr. Joseph Rodricks, Health Inspector spent a busy year investigating housing, 
sewerage and other miscellaneous Board of Health violations. He also observed numerous 
perc tests, repairs to septic systems and new system installations. Again this year, Mr. 
Rodericks, assisted by Administrative Secretary, Elaine Dube, inspected all food serv- 
‘ice establishments and did swab testing for lab examination. 

Monies collected by the Board of Health and turned back to the Town of East 
Bridgewater for the year 1985 totaled $109,060.95. |

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Report of the East Bridgewater Home Health Agency 


To the Board of Selectmen and The Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

The year 1985 has brought many changes in the delivery of home health care. Cut- 
backs in Medicare benefits and the implementation of DRG’s, an in-hospital prospec- 
tive payment system which began in October, have sent sicker patients with fewer benefits 
into the community. This has created areas of need for the chronically ill in all towns. 

The home health agency has continued to provide nursing services to all who re- 
quire it, and, we are currently investigating alternate funding sources for home health 
aide services through the Nursing Association, Veterans Services, and, a sliding scale 
program.

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East Bridgewater Housing Authority 
Annual Report 


The first nine months of 1985 were rather routine for the Housing Authority, as 
it maintained and operated the 96 units of Elderly housing at Riddell Road, without 
incident. 

The final three months, however, were somewhat tumultuous with respect to addi- 
tional housing units being planned by the Authority and the Executive Office of Com- 
munities and Development (EOCD) and proposed for the site of the former Intermediate 
School. 

Although the controversy over the proposal did not erupt until August 1985, the 
basis actually dated back to 1982, when on April 26th, at a Special Town Meeting, the 
Town voted unanimously, to authorize the Board of Selectmen to transfer a parcel of 
land and buildings thereon, known as the Intermediate School, to the Housing Authority. 

Unfortunately, EOCD had no funds available for the next two years, and could 
not accept applications for funding from local housing authorities. Finally, in April 1984, 
the State Legislature passed a ‘‘Housing Bill,’? and EOCD sent out Requests for Pro- 
posals to all local housing authorities. 

By Letter of Commitment dated April 2, 1984, the Selectmen agreed to convey title 
of this property to the Housing Authority at such time as the Authority could demonstrate — 
that it had secured financing. 

Based on that Letter of Commitment, the Authority, with the approval of the Select- 
men, applied to EOCD for funding necessary to convert the school building to 24 (twenty- 
four) units of low income elderly housing, (Chapter 667) and for 8 (eight) units of low 
income family housing (Chapter 705) to be newly constructed at the rear of the property. 

The Authority was awarded a grant of $1,900,000 by EOCD on May 15, 1984. One 
of the criteria cited by EOCD in granting this award was: ‘‘Your (EBHA and the Town) 
willingness to develop a balanced housing proposal which addresses the substantial need 
for additional units of family housing in your community---.’’ Architectural, engineer- 
ing, and surveying work was soon under way on the project. 

Later in 1984, the Authority and the Selectmen further applied for and were awarded 
an additional grant of $240,000 for the development and construction, of 2 (two) staffed 
apartments for physically and mentally handicapped adults. (Chapter 689) 

Throughout the remainder of 1984, and well into 1985, plans continued to be 
developed between the Authority, EOCD, and the architect. These plans were reviewed 
and discussed at the Authority’s regular monthly meetings, and the architect made a 
number of presentations at those meetings. 

Subsequently, Town officials and other parties who had previously expressed an 
interest in the proposal, were invited to a meeting at Riddell Road in early August 1984, 
to view the architects’ plans. 

Newspaper coverage of that meeting, describing the proposed plans, sparked an 
unexpected wave of controversy regarding the scope of the proposal. Opponents expressed 
concern over the population density for that site, as well as anticipated drainage and 
traffic problems. 

This controversy eventually led to a Special Town Meeting at which an article spon- 
sored by those opposed to the housing proposal sought to rescind the 1982 vote which 
had authorized the Selectmen to transfer the property to the Authority. The article was 
voted and temporarily prevented the Selectmen from complying with its earlier Letter 
of Commitment. 

This triggered several legal actions; with the Authority seeking to compel the Town 
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to convey the property to the Authority; and the abutters bringing other legal actions 
against the Authority and the Selectmen, in attempt to prevent said conveyance. 

The matter was finally resolved in Plymouth County Superior Court when the Court 
ruled in favor of the Authority and instructed the Town to convey the Intermediate School 
property to the Authority. 

Title was transferred in early 1986 and the planning, architectural, and engineering 
work resumed. It is anticipated that the actual renovation and construction work will 
begin in the summer of 1986. 

The Authority appreciates the support, assistance, and commitment to a balanced 
housing program, shown by all of the Town boards, committees, and departments 
throughout this controversial period. 

Our thanks also to those Town officials and employees who continue to cooperate 
with, and provide services to, the Authority in the operation of Riddell Road.

The cost of providing programs and services to a developmentally disabled citizen 
of the Brockton Area Association for Retarded Citizens is decided by the Rate Setting 
Commission of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts upon their auditing the expenses 
and income of the agency. 

The rate per day for a client who is in the Day Activity Program is Nineteen Dollars 
and Fifty Two Cents ($19.52) for two hundred and thirteen days for a total of Four 
Thousand, One Hundred Fifty Eight Dollars ($4,158.00). We presently have two Day 
Activity clients who reside in the Town of East Bridgewater. The rate per day for a client 
who is in the Sheltered Workshop Program is Twenty Four Dollars and Twenty Eight 
Cents ($24.28) for two hundred and thirteen days for a total of Five Thousand, One 
Hundred Seventy Two Dollars ($5,172.00). We presently have one client at the workshop 
who resides in the Town of East Bridgewater. 

The money received from the Town of East Bridgewater, Four Thousand, One Hun- 
dred Seventy Three Dollars ($4,173.00), is applied toward the cost of providing pro- 
grams and services to those clients who reside in the Town of East Bridgewater.

4. Participation in a Plymouth County 300th Anniversary Celebration at Massasoit Com- 
munity College with a presentation of Slides showing the growth of East Bridgewater 
and an exhibit of 10 maps—1798-1980. 

5. Proposal of a Park in Elmwood at the southwest corner of West and Bedford Streets 
to be known as Joppa Green. 

One of the purposes of the Historical Commission is the preservation and protection 
of the assets of the town.

Report of the Library Trustees 


The Board of Library Trustees respectfully submits its Annual Report for the year 
1985. 

This year marked a watershed in the development of comprehensive library service 
and efficient internal operations in the Town Library: 1985 saw the first adequate book 
budget since the implementation of Proposition 22 and the decimation of the materials 
appropriation. Assistant Librarian, Irene Nardi, has used these funds to purchase the 
best current fiction and nonfiction available, while part-time Librarian, Joan Leland, 
has been evaluating the present collection, replacing outdated or inaccurate materials 
with highly recommended titles. To date the philosophy, religion, social studies, language, 
and pure science areas have been carefully updated to reflect the strength and contem- 
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porary nature of a progressive library. Collections in each of the public schools have 
also been updated to the limits of available funds. While more local support will be re- 
quired to meet school library demands, a grant from the Andrew W. Mellon Founda- 
tion and the Grace C. Eastman Fund supported the purchase of The Library of America. 
This sixty volume set of the best in American literature will ‘‘complement strong reference, 
periodical, and pamphlet collections for the use of high school students and faculty,”’ 
reports High School Librarian, Ann Hynes. 

Recognition by federal and state library officials of the local commitment to excel- 
lence translated into additional financial support. Implementation of a $25,000 Grant 
for automated Inter-library Loan Services (ILL) and database retrieval under the Library 
Services and Construction Act has united the three Bridgewaters in a formal information 
network, resulting in added efficiency and quicker delivery of needed items. In one pro- 
gram evaluation, the directors of the three participating libraries demonstrated that 
twenty-one percent of ILL Requests could be filled by one of the three libraries in twenty- 
four hours via the Regional Delivery System. Another grant from the Taunton Subregional 
Library System supported the conversion of Public Library collection records into 
machine-readable form accessible by computer. To date eight years of acquisitions have 
been entered into the database. 

In the same spirit of support, a competitive grant from the East Bridgewater Arts 
Council allowed the purchase of a new exhibit case to feature the creative and artistic 
talents of townspeople. Properly displayed in attractive and secure surroundings, ex- 
hibits have included a display of baskets crafted by the women of the United Methodist 
Church, antique porcelain music boxes from the private collection of an enthusiastic 
library patron, and a display of antique fans from the collection of the late Mrs. Phillip 
Bailey. ‘“Tower Treasurers,’’ a display of photographs, manuscripts, and print materials 
relating to the colorful heritage of the town also highlighted the value and versatility 
of the showcase. 

Other special gifts and events were funded and supported by individuals and groups 
who value shared resources in a library setting. A combined gift from the Woman’s Club 
of East Bridgewater, the Plymouth County Genealogists, and the Michael D. Nardi Fund 
secured a professional sound system for the Community Room. An anonymous donation 
in memory of New Hampshire businessman, John Cunningham, funded an evening 
lecture program featuring Bridgewater State College Professor, Dr. Thomas Curley, 
whose research has focused on the life of Samuel Johnson, a major literary figure of 
the Eighteenth Century. A generous contribution from the Sachem Quilters allowed the 
purchase of additional craft books. This group also shared their many talents with the 
community by conducting several quilting displays in the Library. 

Space concerns were addressed this year with shelving added to the second floor 
in the 1979 addition. Crowded conditions in the building have been alleviated by the 
addition of sturdy, attractive shelving, funded by State Aid to Public Libraries, and 
the professional staff is in the process of integrating the nonfiction collection. The Trustees 
are committed to maintaining eligibility for state aid by meeting specified hours of service, 
funding levels in the book budget, and educational requirements for staff. The annual 
grant is based on per capita population, and anticipated growth in the town is expected 
to increase the value of the grant. 

A new carpet in the Front Reading Room enhances the area’s appearance and the 
absorption of sound. A new copy machine for public use was installed on a loan basis, 
and while regular use by townspeople would not support this addition economically, 
use by the many regional groups which meet in the library make the service cost-effective. 
Acquisition of some State surplus property including storage units, book ends, and a 
solid oak table which was refinished, improved library facilities while having no effect 
on the local tax rate. 
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This year Mr. Sturgis represented small libraries in the Eastern Regional Public 
Library System on the Options for Small Libraries Committee, a federally-funded project 
designed to assist small libraries in the planning process. Data gathered from libraries 
statewide uniformly cited children’s materials and programs as essential and valuable 
library services. Children’s Librarian, Mary Davis, exemplifies this appreciation of 
children’s services. The children’s collection has been updated for educational and recre- 
ational use and Mrs. Davis has sponsored programs, activities, and displays to encourage 
reading by young people. Holiday craft projects, films, a successful summer reading 
program involving over two hundred children, and a Town Halloween Costume Parade 
highlighted the activities of the Children’s Room. The resignation of Children’s Library 
Aide, Deborah Smith, who accepted a position with the public schools, was greeted with 
regret and appreciation for a job well done. Mrs. Smith has served townspeople since 
1980 in many capacities. Maureen Kenney was selected to fill the position. A certified 
elementary school teacher, Mrs. Kenney has worked as a local Special Needs Aide and 
as a substitute teacher. 

While the Town Library System boasts professional library positions in each of the 
schools, an expanded Public Library facility, ongoing computer operations, and col- 
lections of historical and artistic treasures, the backbone of the entire program is the 
dedication of the staff. The introduction of more efficient service systems, automated 
procedures, regional cooperation, and the continuing demands of a sophisticated public 
have necessitated new and complicated responses to traditional library service. New library 
personnel have also contributed to the sense of change in the system. Middle School 
Librarian, Allene Hamilton, retired after twenty-one years of library service. Beginning 
her library career as Children’s Librarian, Mrs. Hamilton transferred to school library 
service and opened the library at the Middle School. A true believer in education and 
the power of the written word, Mrs. Hamilton was a dynamic part of the Middle School 
and her service was received with appreciation and gratitude. Replacing her is former 
Catalog-Reference Librarian, Anne Wilson, who served as an aide at the Middle School 
Library and who is enrolled in a Masters Program in Instructional Media at the State 
College at Bridgewater. Selected because of her experience, current coursework, and 
computer skills, Mrs. Wilson with her aide, Joan Murphy, has instituted an automated 
overdue system in the school. Joan Hayward, a former librarian at the Ames Free Library 
in- Easton replaced Mrs. Wilson as Catalog-Reference Librarian at the Public Library. 
With a B.S. in Education from the University of Pennsylvania and public library ex- 
perience, Mrs. Hayward is contributing to the library’s database and is preparing materials 
for input in its retrospective conversion program. The retirement of Custodian Walter 
Tucker after a lengthy illness was also accepted with regret. Loring Hammond, a school 
custodian and former janitor at the Plymouth County Hospital was selected as the new 
custodian. The cleanliness and attractive appearance of the Public Library are to the 
credit of professional and concerned custodial staff. 

The Library Trustees took special note of the passing of Grace Curley Eastman 
in April. Former Town Librarian with a lifelong interest in education, self-improvement, 
and pleasure reading, Grace Eastman contributed greatly to the stature of the unique 
Town Library System, to strong school library programs, and to the achievement of 
the much needed 1979 Public Library addition. 

The Grace C. Eastman Fund was established at the time of her retirement to 
acknowledge Mrs. Bastman’s many accomplishments. Many memorial contributions were 
received at the time of her death. Donations from House Story Workshops to the Eastman 
Fund made possible the restoration of the library’s 1857 Map of Plymouth County which 
is displayed at the library and which was a focal point of the Tercentenary Exhibition 
at Pilgram Hall in Plymouth. Private donations to the Eastman Fund also brought the

““You and Me Puppets”’ to the library for an exciting summer children’s program. Contri- 
butions continue to honor the good works of Grace Eastman and allow library staff 
to plan enriching programs and activities which are beyond the scope of the budget. 

Assistance from other town departments has been invaluable in meeting the needs 
of a growing community. Help from the Tree Department during the summer and after 
Hurricane Gloria contributed to the appearance of the grounds. The Highway Department 
insured efficient snow removal, and the Water Department cleaned pipes to increase 
water pressure in the building. Continued cooperation with the School Department has 
insured cost-effective school libraries and shared resources throughout the town. Person- 
nel in the Town Offices offer their expertise whenever requested to facilitate public service 
or internal operations. 

At this time the Board of Library Trustees would like to acknowledge with thanks 
the contributions of individuals, town departments, and educational and civic organi- 
zations who have contributed to the development of the Town Library System. Special 
mention must also be made of the tragic loss of High School Library Aide Marguerite 
Ross who always shared her expertise and her enthusiasm with the students. High School 
Librarian, Anne Hynes, and Anita Bardon, Library Aide, continued to offer their brand 
of personalized service at a very difficult time and are to be commended for their sense 
of duty. Other personnel who have tempered the impact of all the changes include School 
Staff Administrative Assistant Betty Cooper. Acting as a liaison with the schools, Mrs.. 
Cooper has established more efficient procedures for purchasing, record keeping, and 
for system evaluation. Lorraine Roan has also continued to serve the entire system with 
her skills as bookkeeper, troubleshooter with a multitude of cantankerous vendors, and 
with her fine sense of design and creativity. Central School Librarian Victoria Boucher 
has also made much of the opportunity to sew the seeds of learning in young people. 
The development of elementary library programs contributes to a sound education and 
the School Committee and Administration are to be commended for their interest and 
support. 

The strength of the Town Library System rests on a foundation of public service, 
technological innovations to increase productivity, and staff creativity. The individual 
can and does make a difference, and the Trustees value and applaud all whose contri- 
butions have been woven into the fabric of a fine municipal library system.

Report of the Old Colony Planning Council 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and residents of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council we are pleased to pre- 
sent this report of the Council’s activities for 1985. 

During the year, the program of the Council was concentrated in three major areas: 
Economic and Community Development; Transportation and Transit Planning; and, 
Area Agency on Aging Planning including the coordination and implementation of elder 
service programs. 

The Economic Development activities of the Council involved the preparation of 
the annual update of the Overall Economic Development Program report which includes 
a listing of local capital improvements important to economic growth and development. 
The Council also acts on Industrial Revenue Bond applications which are initiated within 
the planning district to assist firms in financing new or expanded facilities. In 1985 the 
Council acted upon 23 Industrial Revenue Bond applications totalling almost 51 million 
dollars for area businesses. The total compares with the 41 million dollars approved 
in 1984 and 24 million dollars approved in 1983 for a three year total of well over 115 
million dollars of economic development investment in the area. The communities 
benefiting under the program in 1985 were: Avon—$21,300,000; Bridgewater— 
$3,300,000; Brockton—$8,000,000; Easton—$5,000,000; Plymouth—$9,000,000;: 
Stoughton—$3,600,000; and Whitman—$650,000. 

Assistance to local communities in their various community development activities 
included: grant management for the Community Development Block Grant for the Avon 
Industrial Park-West; grant preparation and assistance with proposed zoning changes 
for the town of Abington; Whitman grant preparation; Stoughton grant preparation 
and completion of a local water study; East Bridgewater grant preparation and assistance 
with local Community Development Action Grant (CDAG); Halifax grant preparation; 
Pembroke assistance with local water study; and Plymouth assistance with preparation 
of proposed Economic Development Administration grant for waterfront expansion. 

Staff was also involved with the preparation, receipt and administration of a State 
supported Energy Grant which provides energy assistance to local industrial firms in 
OCPC area. To date ten firms have taken advantage of the grants and have received 
the engineering analysis for their companies. The OCPC staff was successful in obtain- 
ing two (2) tri-town grants from the Executive Office of Communities and Develop- 
ment (EOCD) under the Incentive Aid Program. The first, a planning study involving 
the Towns of Abington, Avon and Stoughton is underway and nearing completion. The 
second, also a planning study, involves the Towns of Whitman, Halifax and East 
Bridgewater and will be starting early next year. 

The transportation and transit planning activities of the Council during the year 
required the preparation of a number of documents necessary for the area communities 
to continue to remain eligible for transportation improvement program funds from the 
federal and state governments. Among these were the Transportation Plan update; 
Transportation Improvement Program and a Prospectus of the Region. During the past 
year the Council also completed studies on three long-standing and unresolved transpor- 
tation issues identified in the Transportation Plan Refinement. These issues included: The 
Route 123 Traffic Study; The Bridgewater Center Traffic Study; and the Plymouth, 
Kingston, Carver and Plympton Rural Transit Survey. 

The Traffic Counting Program of the Council was in full swing this past year. OCPC 
conducted approximately 160 traffic counts for member communities. The traffic counts 
also provide accurate up-to-date information for OCPC technical reports such as: The 


Bridgewater Center; Route 123 and Route 53 Traffic Studies. 

In 1985, OCPC completed the first year of the Accident Data recording system. 
The communities participating in the program now have available at OCPC a full year 
of accident statistics on computer that can be quickly and accurately retrieved and sorted 
at their request. 

During the past year the Council prepared and submitted to the Department’s newly 
established Transportation Operation Problem Solving (TOPS) Team a list of problem 
intersections within the OCPC Region. The TOPS program effort is a pilot project aimed 
at developing immediate results for minor intersection problems. Three problem intersec- 
tions will be given attention: Route 123 at Route 18, in Abington; Route 139 at Route 
18, in Abington; and Reynolds Memorial Highway (Route 27) at Pearl Street in Brockton. 

_ The Council also completed the Easton/Raynham Commuter Rail Feasibility Study. 
The study explored the feasibility of extending the Stoughton Commuter Rail Service 
to Easton/Raynham. Other long-term strategies of the Council included restoring com- 
muter rail service to the Old Colony Region as part of a cooperative effort with the 
Plymouth County Development Council and the Brockton Regional Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The Council also continued its work in monitoring and planning for the Brockton 
Area Transit (BAT) System. During the past year, Bridgewater joined BAT and is cur- 
rently working toward a goal of establishing Dial-A-BAT service in January. In addi- 
tion, BAT also signed an agreement with the architectural firm of Louis Berger and 
Associates to prepare design and construction documents for restoration of the Stoughton 
Commuter Rail Station. During the past year the Council also assisted local public and 
private agencies in filing applications for 16(b) (2) vehicles. 

The Council acting as the Area Agency on Aging was responsible for administering 
Older Americans Act monies allocated to the region. The Area Agency funded and co- 
ordinated a wide range of community, in-home, and nutritional services for elders. 

In addition to the direct funding to these communities, several other programs are 
administered regionally for the benefit of elders in the entire service area. These pro- 
grams include the Volunteer Transportation Program and Nursing Home Ombudsman 
Program administered by the Area Agency. Old Colony Elderly Services administers 
the Emergency Assistance Program for elders and the Six Town Minibus Program for 
the communities of Avon, East Bridgewater, West Bridgewater, Halifax, Hanson and 
Whitman. Other programs administered regionally include the Senior Law Project, home 
health aide and respite care, and several hospice programs. 

Nutrition services in the form of congregate and home delivered meals are made 
available through Title III-C monies in many communities in the service area. Several 
communities including Avon, Carver, Kingston, Middleboro receive assistance to prepare 
meals locally. Many other communities participate in the nutrition program administered 
by Old Colony Elderly Services receiving prepared meals from a caterer. 

In 1985, Charles A. Pickering of West Bridgewater was elected as President of 
OCPC; John J. DeMarco of Avon was elected as Council Secretary; and James A. Kassos 
of Brockton was elected as Council Treasurer for the year. 

The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of its 
member communities, the participation and involvement of members of the Joint 
Transportation Committee chaired by Mr. John Yaney; the Overall Economic Develop- 
ment Committee chaired by Mr. Joseph Joseph and the Area Agency on Aging Advisory 
Committee chaired by Mr. John Mather. The Council also recongizes the work of local 
boards and commissions and the many government agencies, public and private institu- 
tions and individuals who have assisted the Council.

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Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are pleased 
to submit the following report of our activities during 1985. 

The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, and is now 
composed of twenty-two (22) Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and the 
Town of Cohasset in Norfolk County. The Project is a mechanism for organizing 
specialized equipment, specially trained employees and mosquito control professionals 
to carry out the single function of mosquito control over a broad geographic area. The 
Project now provides environmentally sound mosquito control to an area of approxi- 
mately 650 square miles. 

Calendar year 1985 was one of expansion. On July 1, the Town of Halifax joined 
the program. The Project finally was able to acquire additional badly needed equip- 
ment, including three pickup trucks, a flatbed truck, an excavator for use on the Salt 
Marsh, two sprayers and a complete complement of survey equipment. A laboratory 
to sort, identify and count field-caught mosquitoes was completed. The information 
gathered from trap collections and field surveys is important to the integrated pest manage- 
ment approach used by the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project. 

In summary, 1985 began with a dryer than normal spring and early summer. Prior 
to mid-August, complaints of nuisance mosquitoes were often scattered and could be 
attributed to a single local breeding site. This made source reduction simple and effec- 
tive. In late summer, increased frequency of rainfall led to a more broad scale problem 
requiring increased spraying for adult mosquitoes. Concern about transmission of eastern 
equine encephalitis to both horses and humans also surfaced at the end of the summer. 
However, no cases occurred in Massachusetts although virus-positive mosquitoes were 
collected. 

The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are given below. While mos- 

quitoes do not respect political boundaries, the information below does provide a tally 
of those activities which had the greatest impact on the health and comfort of town 
residents. 
1. Insecticide Application. 5,504 acres were treated using truck mounted sprayers for 
control of adult mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the same site if 
mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The first treatments were made in May and the last in 
September. 

Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which can 
be found in woodland pools, swamps, marshes, and other standing water areas. Inspec- 
tors continually gather data on these sites and treat with highly specific larvacides when 
immature mosquitoes are present. Last year a total of 115 inspections were made to 37 
catalogued breeding sites totaling 46 acres. 

2. Water Management. 585 linear feet of ditch was reconstructed in East Bridgewater 
using a backhoe mounted on a bombadier tractor. 

We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call our office for information about 
mosquitoes, mosquito-borne diseases, control practices, or any other matters of concern.

Report of the Trustees for 
Plymouth County Cooperative Extension Service 


The County Extension Service is the educational outreach component of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, the University of Massachusetts in Amherst, and 
Plymouth County Government. 

The main office is located on High Street, Hanson on the grounds of the Plymouth 
County Hospital and can be reached by telephoning 293-3541 or 447-5946. (In the 
telephone book under Plymouth County.) 

A federally-funded Nutrition Education Program, designed to assist young families 
with limited resources, is located in Brockton at 32 Belmont Street. Under the guidance 


of Andrea Gulezian, 9 nutrition assistants (6 FTE’s) worked with 320 homemakers. In 
addition, they offered a week-long nutrition summer camp for youth and over 60 food 
demonstrations to improve family diets. As a cooperating agency, they received 3/4 of 
their referrals from WIC, Project Good Health and Food Stamp offices. In schools (with 
nutrition education programs that reach 5,000 youth) 357 volunteers worked with the 
nutrition program. 

Cooperative Extension Agents are specialists in the area of 4-H, Home Economics, 
Community and Natural Resource Development and Agriculture. Agents service all towns 
in Plymouth County through lectures, phone call assistance, field visits and county-wide 
programs. 

In our 4-H program last year, 15,178 youth were enrolled. Of that number 959 were 
enrolled in traditional club programs and 14,219 were exposed to 4-H short term proj- 
ects, school enrichment or individual study programs. 786 volunteers assisted in con- 
ducting the county 4-H program. 


Newsletters....free for the asking 

The Home Economics department recently made available to residents a newsletter 
Creative Living which covers areas of Consumer Economics, Human Development, Nutri- 
tion and Clothing & Textiles. 

Garden Clippings, the extension newsletter for the backyard gardener has a circula- 
tion of 3,400, doubling in size since last year. 


Agriculture and Resource Development agents service clients by reporting needed 
_agriculture events as they happen, essential to produce growers and communities. A com- 
puter links our office to U/MA research. 

Cooperative Extension works through a variety of ways to reach Plymouth County 
residents. 20,000 publication listings were distributed to all libraries and town halls this 
past year. Radio PSA and newsreleases are sent out weekly to ensure program coverage. 
Presently there are 10,800 names on our mailing lists who receive monthly newsletters 
in wide areas of interest. 

In accordance with the General Laws of the Commonwealth, Chapter 128, the 
Trustees for Plymouth County Cooperative Extension Service are empowered to receive, 
on behalf of the County, money appropriated by any town, or by the Federal Govern- 
ment for carrying out the provision of the Law, under which they are appointed. 

Agents have made contacts during the past year in every community, either by public 
meetings, individual visits, group discussions and demonstrations, in attempting to assist 
the needs of the citizens toward helping to solve management problems, better living, 
and better community service. The Extension Service staff have been ably assisted by 
many local volunteer leaders. 

A total expense of $125.00 was incurred during the year for the purchase of material 
needed in carrying on the various Extension Programs. The appropriation made by your 
town was used for residents of the town and expended as follows:

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Report of the Board of Water Commissioners 


The Board of Water Commissioners would like to report that in an effort to modern- 
ize the operation of the water department, the water department office acquired a com- 
puter in August of 1985. In February of 1986, the first water bills will be produced from 
the system. The Commissioners feel that with the installation of this computer, all files 
in the department can be upgraded and handled more efficiently. 

The new water main on Washington Street has been completed resulting in better 
fire protection flow in the Robbins Pond area. 

The results of some chemical treatment at the #3 well has had a positive effect in 
the water distribution system. Further studies are being made. 

The Department, under the direction of Superintendent Lyman Howard, reports 
that 49 new services were installed; 16 services repaired; 6 hydrants repaired or replaced; 
6 freeze-up problems handled and 9 emergency water main breaks repaired. The Water 
Department has observed the installation of water systems of several sub divisions. The 
department also responded to several mutual aid calls to surrounding Towns as well 
as the assistance from the Town of Bridgewater in giving mutual aid to East Bridgewater.

Report of Self Help Incorporated 


Self Help, Inc., is greater Brockton’s and Attleboro’s anti-poverty agency dedicated 
to improving the quality of life of limited income individuals and families, and making 
all segments of the community responsive to the needs of the limited income, disadvan- 
taged and minority needs. 

During the program year ending September 30, 1985, Self Help, Inc., received a 
total funding of $12.6M and provided 465,877 direct services to the area’s limited in- 
come individuals and families. 

2,070 residents received 1,753 direct services totaling $192,622 during the program 
year. 

The total funding of $12,577,576 million does not tell the real value of human serv- 
ices delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize an addi- 
tional $828,340 of other community resources such as Commonwealth Service Corps 
and local cities and towns contributions as well as volunteers. The gross volume of Self 
Help, Inc., during the past program year was $13.6 million. 

Self Help currently employs 279 individuals, many of whom are limited income and 
minorities. 

We feel that the program year 10/1/84 to 9/30/85 was a successful one for Self 
Help, Inc., and very helpful to our limited income population. We thank the area’s Board 
of Selectmen, town volunteers and Selectmen’s representative, Mr. Charles Baker to our 
Board of Directors for helping to make our program year a success.

Report of Veterans’ Services 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

Due to the continued increase in our cases and large Medical expenses during FY 
1985, we had to request a transfer of $10,000.00 to complete the year. This brought 
our total appropriation to $60,000.00 for our Veterans’ Benefits account. We had 
predicted this based on the demand for our services the previous year. 

We have had refunds from Insurance cases and Workmens Compensation cases 
in the amount of $5,870.61, with one case still pending settlement in the amount of ap- 
proximately $12,700.00. This is in addition to the $45,000.00 due from the State Depart- 
ment of Veterans’ Services. So that the net cost to the Town will be very minimum. 

We handled the fuel program again for the seventh year and processed 171 applica- 
tions for our families in East Bridgewater. Again we completed more than 100 Tax Abate- 
ment applications for our Veterans’ and their dependents during the year. 

Our Social Service work now requires an increasing amount of very difficult paper 
work in dealing with other agencies and Government regulations. Due to the cut back 
in Medicare Benefits by the Federal Government, we are experiencing a large increase 
in Medical Expense and will continue so in the future. However, we are doing all we 
can to keep these expenses under control. 

I would be remiss if I did not again give credit to Mrs. Marcia Anapolsky our Ad- 
ministrative Assistant who does such an outstanding job in all phases of our work and 
handling some difficult case problems in a very efficient manner. 

It has been a pleasure to be of service to our Veterans’ and their families and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater. If we may be of assistance to any of our Citizens, please 
contact our office between the hours of 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Monday thru Friday.

Report of the East-West Bridgewater 
Regional School District Planning Board 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

The towns of East Bridgewater and West Bridgewater authorized the formation of 
a Regional School District Planning Board at last year’s Annual Town Meetings. The 
Board has been active since its organization on May 6, 1985. 

During these times of declining enrollments and very limited financial resources, 
it has become crucial that every means available to safeguard the educational oppor- 
tunities of our young people be examined. 

The Board agreed at our first meeting that the educational opportunities to be derived 
through regionalization would be of primary importance in our decision making process. 

There are five major phases to the project: : 


Phases 
. Information gathering 
Selection of a consultant 
Study 
Decision 
5. Transition

The fifth phase would be required if both towns decided to regionalize. 

Most of the Board’s effort, thus far, has been associated with the first phase. We 
have had school visitations, met with the school administrative staffs, met with state 
officials, had presentations and discussions with regional superintendents, met and dis- 
cussed issues with regional school committeemen and hired a consultant to help us per- 
form a regionalization feasibility study. 

It is expected that phase three and four will require a schedule of approximately 
twelve months. 

We have been successful in acquiring state grant funds and are performing our work 
without any local funding. 

The Board encourages input from concerned citizens of both towns and informs 
the public that the Board will be concentrating on working toward a recommendation 
at next year’s Annual Town Meetings (FY ’88). In order for a regional school district 
to be formed, it would require aemajority vote of both towns. 

There are many major issues to be studied and an open communication process 
is required. Our mailing list includes state officials, town officials, school administra- 
tion and employees, union representatives, local school support groups, and the local 
newspaper correspondents. 

We would like to thank Superintendent Gerhart and Superintendent Mitchell for 
their valuable and willing support to the Board and look forward to their continued 
involvement as we move forward to complete our task.

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Report of the Southeastern Regional School District 


The Southeastern Regional School District is represented by William L. Copeland. 

There are eight towns and the City of Brockton involved in this regional effort which 
provides students with occupational training leading directly to a variety of employment 
opportunities. 

East Bridgewater’s share for the $6,122,593 total budget consists of 5.96% represent- 
ing 84 students. 

There are a total of twenty-five occupational programs offered at Southeastern 
Regional Vocational Technical High School and six at the Technical Institute level. School 
population is 1273 secondary and 138 post-secondary, for a total of 1411 students 
benefiting from vocational education training. 

The job placement program under the direction of the Guidance Department placed 
99.6% of the 1985 graduating class. The Technical Institute enjoyed a 99% placement 
record. 

Job placement services are also available to past graduates. 

High school students participated in several construction projects within the school 
district. They constructed an eighty-foot handicap ramp, a soccer wali for a youth soc- 
cer league; made signs and furniture for member communities. 

On-campus projects include completion of our new greenhouse; construction of 
a new workshop for the Building & Grounds Remodeling and Repair Program and re- 
cently painted the physical education area. 

The Southeastern Regional School District has a Technical Institute for adults and 
high school graduates. The Technical Institute’s primary objective is to prepare students 
for gainful employment. 

The Institute offers six programs at the post-secondary level: Data Processing, Dental 
Assistant, Electronic/Computer Technology, Licensed Practical Nurse, Medical Assis- 
tant and Medical Laboratory Technician. 

The Institute is affiliated with Cardinal Cushing General Hospital, New England 
Sinai Hospital, Brockton Hospital, Goddard Hospital, Harvard University School of 
Dental Medicine, Tufts Dental School, various doctor’s and dentist’s offices in the 
District, other area hospitals and many. high technology companies.

During this school year, federal grants were written from a variety of sources. Voca- 
tional Education Act (PL 98-524) grants totaling $47,132.00 were used to purchase equip- 
ment in Machine Shop, Graphic Arts and the Automotive Department. Special Educa- 
tion Grant (PL 94-142) funds amounting to $37,240.00 were used to increase educa- 
tional services to special needs students. Other grant funds were used to purchase library 
books, materials for computer instruction in language arts, mathematics, and to expand 
services for students with limited proficiency in English. A total of $123,862.00 in federal 
grant funds will have been received by Southeastern this year. 

The special needs program continues to be served, in part, by the three regional 
school collaborative. The collaborative is comprised of Southeastern, Old Colony and 
Bristol-Plymouth Regional School Districts.

Eveyn Buschenfeldt, School Business Manager, formerly of Stoughton, has retired, 
and the new Business Manager is Patricia Cheromcka from West Bridgewater. 

Southeastern is always seeking new, different ways of conducting its educational 
programs at minimal costs to the taxpayers of the District. The cost of operating the 
Southeastern Regional School District is among the lowest in the Commonwealth.

To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

**Your School Committee has always had the greatest faith in democracy and our 
open town meeting form of government.’’ This is a quote from the School Committee 
report for the year 1980 and continues to be a governing factor of School Committee 
policy today. 

Despite the severe economic restrictions placed on the school system and its children 
by the imposition of Proposition 2% and prior to that the four percent tax cap, your 
school system continues to provide quality education to the students of the Town of 
East Bridgewater.

Currently we are in the process 
of gathering the ‘‘real needs’’ budget data from our building administrators, directors, 
administrative coordinator, and our Superintendent. This data will be reviewed and re- 
fined by your Committee prior to the compilation of our preliminary budget for the 
1986-87 school year, as always, keeping in mind the needs of our students and the financial 
ability of the Town. 

We believe the largest capital investment of the Town of East Bridgewater is in the 
school buildings that house our students. These buildings must be maintained in good 
repair both to protect our investment and to provide a learning atmosphere for our 
students. It is hard for all of us to realize that our fine, ‘‘new,’’ Middle School is now 
twenty years old, and as with all twenty-year old buildings, requires capital expenditures 
to keep in good operating condition. 

The School Committee is reviewing several options in providing the best possible 
education for the least cost. An example of this is our Regional School District Plan- 
ning Board which is studying the feasibility of regional education between the towns 
of East and West Bridgewater. Your School Committee is also in the process of negotiating 
with all four of our employee organizations to provide necessary contracts for the smooth 
operation of our schools for the 1986-87 school year. 

The School Committee wishes to express our sincere thanks to the citizens of the 
‘Town for your past support and respectfully request your support for current and future 
years. Further, we wish to express our appreciation to the various departments and of- 
ficers of the Town of East Bridgewater without whose able assistance would make run- 
ning the school system an impossible task.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee and 
the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

I am pleased to submit the annual report of the Superintendent of Schools for 1985. 
The motto our school system adopted for 1985 was, ‘“‘THE EAST BRIDGEWATER 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS...THERE’S NO BETTER PLACE TO LEARN.”’ Within the 
resources available to the leadership of the East Bridgewater Public Schools, we have 
attempted to work as efficiently as possible in order to provide a high-quality educa- 
tional experience for the school-age youth of the town of East Bridgewater. 

As evidenced by the reports of the building principals and administrative staff in- 
cluded in my report, we have accomplished this goal. Elementary test scores continue 
to improve. Progress continues in expanding computer education throughout the system. 
Student discipline was excellent throughout the system with expanded programs to help 
students cope with the issues of drug and alcohol abuse. Graduates of the class of 1985 
were accepted at a wide range of excellent colleges and universities. Student athletes and 
musicians continued their outstanding achievements. Our buildings and grounds con- 
tinued to be well maintained, in spite of the heavy usage by both school and community. 
Through the leadership of the administration, the dedication of staff, the cooperation 
of our students and the direct support of our parents; we have maintained a quality ~ 
educational system. We have done this at a cost per pupil which is $608 per pupil lower 
than the state average. We have managed to provide an above-average education for 
the 2100 students attending the East Bridgewater Public Schools in 1985 at a cost per 
pupil which is 20 percent below the state average. Although this may seem like a positive 
condition, it is not. 

Unless additional funding is made available to the East Bridgewater School Com- 
mittee to hire people for positions which were eliminated during the first year of Propo- 
sition 22 and to pay people presently on staff at an equitable level, this Superintendent 
cannot guarantee that the quality of the East Bridgewater Public Schools will continue. 
In relation to what it should cost to run a quality educational system, we are operating 
‘on a shoe string’’; and that ‘‘string’’ is getting ready to snap. We can only hope that 
the citizens of East Bridgewater will understand the needs of their schools and provide 
the necessary funding for the benefit of their children who represent the future welfare 
of our town, our state and our country. This funding is an investment which will be 
repaid many times over by each succeeding generation. 

I offer my sincere and well-deserved appreciation to the administration and staff 
of the East Bridgewater Public Schools for their outstanding commitment to their 
students. To you, the members of the East Bridgewater School Committee, with ad- 
miration for your countless hours spent in support of our young people; I extend my 
gratitude for your direction, guidance and help during 1985.

Report of the 
Administrative Coordinator for Special Services 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

I am very pleased to report to you on the delivery of special services to our students 
in East Bridgewater. Over 90% of our 346 students with special education needs are 
served in our own classrooms using our competent staff in a very cost-effective model. 
The assistant principals and guidance counselors continue to monitor this model in order 
to provide quality services within our limited staff resources. During the 1984-85 school 
year, 103 children were referred for evaluation. The number of referrals for evaluation 
remains high due to large class sizes and decreased support services. The staff continues 
to do an excellent job in responding to this demand and their commitment to students 
‘is evident. 

Less than 10% of our students require programs outside of East Bridgewater. I 
continue to be concerned with the cost of tuition and transportation which continues 
- to escalate at an alarming rate. The cost of transportation to local special education 
placements alone has increased by over 300% in the past three years. This year we pur- 
chased our first vehicle to begin providing services with our own equipment and staff. 

Placement in any private special education program is made only after great delibera- 
tion and after every attempt has been made to provide services through collaborative 
programs. We continue to be active members of the R.E.A.D.S., North River and Five 
Town Collaboratives and are constantly developing new programs and services to meet 
the needs of our students. Collaborative programming allows us to provide more cost- 
effective services to our low incidence special needs population and to contribute to pro- 
gram planning, policies and procedures and budgetary decisions. 

Once again successful efforts were made to access grant funding to address the needs 
of our students and our staff. A competitive school-to-work transition grant was writ- 
ten in conjunction with West Bridgewater to create Project Employ. This program pro- 
vides pre-vocational skills and counseling to eligible students at the high school and assists 
them in attaining employment. A word processing lab was set up at the high school 
through vocational education grant funding. This was a most beneficial addition to the 
business department. These two grants provided programs and services for regular and 
_ special education students. The Commonwealth Inservice Institute provided funding for 
Project Screen which will allow us to examine our pre-school and kindergarten screen- 
ing process. 

We have continued to encourage communication between the schools and the com- 
munity through the Special Education and the Chapter I Advisory Councils. In this past 
year we have provided speakers on topics such as special education program evaluation, 
vocational programming, coping with grief, dealing with stress, parenting adolescents 
and discipline strategies. In addition we continue to provide, through grant funding, 
parent training courses for those who wish to further develop parenting skills. This sup- 
port of parents and the interaction between parents and educators are essential to the 
success of our students. 

I would like to express my appreciation and recognition of each person involved 
in the delivery of quality services to our special education students. A special expression 
of gratitude is given to the entire Special Services Team and in particular to the assistant 
principals, J ohn Barry, Joseph Cirigliano and George Frye, for their dedication to 
students. Our success would not have been possible without your continued support,

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Report of the Principal of the Central School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report on the activities and programs 
of the Central School for the year 1985. It has been an extremely busy, productive year 
and I would like to extend my gratitude and appreciation to a faculty who continue to 
exhibit a truly professional and dedicated attitude. Through their endeavors, every child 
gains a solid educational foundation necessary for future success. 

In addition to the professional staff, I would like to extend my appreciation to the 
Central School support staff; i.e., secretaries, custodians, aides, and cafeteria workers, 
who work in conjunction with the classroom teachers. Their suggestions and dedication 
contribute to the maintenance of a positive educational climate in which optimum learn- 
ing can take place. 

Our enrollment as of October 1, 1985 was as follows: Kindergarten, 154; Grade 
One, 137; Grade Two, 154; Grade Three, 128; Grade Four, 170, totalling 743. Our class 
sizes, for the most part, remain in the mid to high twenties, and are a concern to us, 
as regards the amount of individual attention each child can receive during these critical 
early years of school. 

This fall we were pleased to welcome several new employees to the School. To our 
professional staff we welcomed Mrs. Deborah Bourne, Mrs. Margaret Stearly, and Mr. 
Jeffrey Wolff. 

Mrs. Bourne was employed to teach Grade 4, filling a position which was created 
through the transfer of Mrs. McCusker to the Middle School. Mrs. Bourne had several 
years of teaching in Vermont at the 4th and Sth grade level prior to her accepting this 
position. Mrs. Margaret Stearly was employed as a Special Needs teacher and is work- 
ing in the area of language development. Mrs. Stearly worked for several years with 
special needs programs in New Jersey before coming to this area. Mr. Jeffrey Wolff 
was employed to teach Grade 4 and came to us having had prior teaching experience 
at the elementary level in the Sharon Public Schools. 

In addition to the above staff members who were employed, we also welcomed Ms. 
Susan Gilcreast, Mrs. Bonnie Cruz, and Mrs. Jean Silva as Special Needs Aides. These 
positions are federally funded and provide an invaluable amount of direct support to 
the children and teachers. 

In December, Mrs. Arlene Hill retired from the school system after eighteen years 
as a cafeteria employee. Mrs. Hill had faithfully served the children of East Bridgewater 
at both the Intermediate and Central Schools. She was very conscientious and pleasant 
to everyone and I know I speak for everyone in wishing her many pleasant years of 
retirement. 

This has been a very positive year for the children of the Central School. The results 
of achievement testing and the individual growth of the children attest to the dedication 
of the classroom teachers. There continues to be a concern, however, with the numbers 
of children in the classrooms. The teachers fear that because of the larger numbers of 
children, their individual needs in the affective areas are not being adequately served. 

In the curricula areas, the staff has been devoting a large amount of time for the 
familiarization and utilization of the computers which were purchased this past sum- 
mer. The children at all grade levels will have some exposure to the computer, with our 
goal being to insure that they become comfortable with the basic components and 
operation. . 

In the area of mathematics, each grade level established a recommended scope and 
sequence for their program. A number of meetings were held and a final determination 
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of what could be expected at each grade level was agreed upon. In this way, each teacher 
knows what is expected of the children and what has been covered in previous years. 

This fall many teachers participated in an after-school in-service program to im- 
prove writing instruction. The course, funded by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
through a Commonwealth Inservice Institute grant, was taught by Professor Mary Ellen 
Toscano of the State College at Bridgewater. Mrs. Toscano worked with our teachers 
for ten, two hour sessions, providing them with the skills necessary to enhance the 
classroom writing program. 

In addition to the regular school program, our youngsters have been involved in 
many other activities. These are designed to enhance the learning process as well as 
broaden the cultural experiences and horizons of the children. Below are listed some 
of these activities: 

The fourth grade field trips to the Museum of Science in Boston and to Duxbury 
Beach in June; third grade trip to Plimoth Plantation and the Mayflower; second grade 
trips to the Peabody Museum and Sachem’s Rock; first grade trips to Boston’s Children’s 
Museum and the Children’s Theatre at Bridgewater State College; the annual Kindergarten 
walking trips to the fire and police stations. 

Mini-courses offer our fourth grade students a variety of choices to explore new 
areas of interest. These courses change every five or six weeks and provide the students 
a great opportunity to learn new skills. Also for the fourth graders, there is an oppor- 
tunity to participate in after-school intramural programs in floor hockey, basketball, 
or swimming. 

Through the efforts of our ‘‘Parents for the Arts’’ group, monies have been raised 

to bring performing artists to the Central School. These monies have been supplemented 
by local grants from the Arts Lottery Committee and we were pleased to present the 
following programs to our children: The New England Theatre Guild’s production of 
‘*Aesop’s Follies’’; Ms. Marcia Pearlmutter, dressed as the character ‘‘Mother Goose,”’ 
performing for our kindergarten and first grade classes; Ms. Susan Klein, a nationally 
known storyteller; and Mr. Richard Lucius, giving a live demonstration on birds of prey, 
which included an American Golden Eagle. 

The children also benefited and learned from several guest speakers. Among these 
were: Outreach Programs presented by Heritage Plantation personnel to our third and 
fourth graders, a program entitled ‘‘A to Zap’’ presented by Eastern Edison, and an 
educational program entitled ‘‘Captain Noburn—Fire Prevention Program’’ presented 
to each classroom in grades 1-4 by Deputy Fire Chief Maurice Hennessey. 

In June the children had an opportunity to participate in the popular field day 
exercises, organized by Mrs. Carolyn Post, our physical education instructor. These events 
were designed to give the children an opportunity to compete in a variety of game-type 
activities which were supervised by Mrs. Post who was assisted by High School student 
volunteers. There was also a very successful Book Fair held in our school library, which 
was organized by Mrs. Victoria Boucher, our school librarian, and gave the children 
and their parents an opportunity to purchase books and thereby build their home libraries. 

In the area of the performing arts, the Spring Concert and Christmas Concert deserve 
special mention for their excellence. The musical in April depicted the life and music 
of Johann Sebastian Bach, and in December the children presented Dickens’ ‘‘A 
Christmas Carol.’’ Both performances represented a great deal of time and effort on 
the part of Mrs. Mary Anne Rebhan, our music teacher, who worked tirelessly with 
the children to accomplish these successful. productions. 

As a fund raiser to refurbish the Statue of Liberty, our entire first grade participated 
in a production entitled ‘‘The Spirit of America.’’ The patriotic musical was presented 
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in the High School auditorium to a capacity crowd and a total of $763.35 was donated 
for this worthy cause. 

In December, in an effort to raise the awareness of the children to the plight of 
others who are less fortunate, they were asked to make some sacrifice in order to donate 
some small amount of money to Oxfam America, an organization dedicated to helping 
the poor of the world. To our amazement the children contributed $424.65 to this most 
worthy cause. 

One of the most pleasurable and valuable communication experiences for me con- 
tinues to be the informal neighborhood coffee hours which I am invited to attend from 
time to time. During these sessions the parents and I have an opportunity to discuss 
the programs and goals of the Central School. As a result, I have a better understanding 
of their concerns, not only as they relate to the school, but to societal problems in general. 

There have been several maintenance projects completed during this past year in 
an effort to keep the building in good as well as safe condition. Among these were: routine 
painting of corridors where needed, deluge sprinklers installed between the old and new 
sections of the building which should result in a considerable savings to the Town in 
annual insurance premiums, a chair lift installed between the bottom and middle floors 
making access possible for handicapped persons, and the installation of new lighting 
fixtures and fans in the school cafeteria resulting in fuel savings and a much brighter area. 

I would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank the other town departments 
for the cooperation shown to the Central School. In particular, I would like to thank 
Mr. Carl Sturgis and the library staff for their continued support to our program; Chief 
Winsor and Deputy Chief Hennessey for arranging tours for our kindergarteners and 
conducting lessons on fire safety for the entire school; Chief Arnold and his officers 
for their cooperation in visits to the Police Station; Highway Surveyor, Anthony Cruz, 
and Water Superintendent, Lyman Howard, for their continued help; and all other town 
departments for their assistance throughout the year. 

A special thanks goes to the many parents who in one way or another have 
volunteered their assistance over the course of the year. We continue to be thoroughly 
pleased with the overwhelming support we receive from them. Our classroom volunteer 
program, for example, continues to grow, with parents helping in areas where they are 
most comfortable; i.e., clerical work or providing direct service to children. 

In addition to our classroom volunteers, the ‘‘Parents for the Arts’’ group has given 
an enormous amount of time and effort to raise funds for our cultural programs. As 
a result of bake sales, the ‘‘Kidz Klozet’’ used clothing store, and the sale of T-shirts 
and sweat shirts, well over $1,400.00 was raised during the year to enhance our program. 

To you, Mr. Mitchell, along with your assistants, Dr. Williams and Mr. Achin, 
and to the members of the East Bridgewater School Committee, I would like to extend 
my sincere appreciation for your continued support and direction during this past year. 
This type of cooperative attitude and positive communication enables our school system 
to continue to provide the children of East Bridgewater with the best possible educa- 
tional opportunities. There’s no doubt in my mind that our motto—‘‘THE EAST 
BRIDGEWATER PUBLIC SCHOOLS...THERE’S NO BETTER PLACE TO 
LEARN,”’ is a true reflection of our school system.

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Report of the Principal of the Middle School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

I am pleased to submit my annual report as Principal of the Middle School. 

The total enrollment as of December 1985, was 666 students. The distribution of 
these students by grade is as follows: grade 5, 163; grade 6, 145; grade 7, 173; and grade 
8, 185. All of our students have been placed in classes which are designed to provide 
academic instruction suited to their ability. There are several instructional levels in each 
subject area, and these challenge students to utilize their talents. We have taken strides 
to provide for the individual differences of our students, thereby maintaining an instruc- 
tional organization that truly reflects the philosophy of the East Bridgewater Public 
Schools. Teachers recognize that curriculum is, in itself, only part of the educational 
process, and that the implementation of curriculum through differentiated methodology 
and material is most important. It should be pointed out, however, that the per pupil 
ratio per teacher is higher than what is considered appropriate for this age level. The 
average class size in the school is 26 students per teacher, and some classes have over 
30 students in them. It is a credit to our staff that they continue providing excellent 
educational opportunities for students. The results of the Science Research Associates 
Achievement Test given in October to the present ninth grade were extremely positive, 
indicating that this class was performing equal to or better than 1.2 years above the na- 
tional norm in all the major basic skill areas. These scores reflect educational develop- 
ment in grades K-8. It is important to point out these results were achieved in the face 
- of rather severe financial constraints, for the latest figures distributed by the Massachusetts 
Department of Education show that the Middle School is spending $730.00 less per pupil 
than what is spent on average in the state. In 1983-84, the expenditure for this school 
was $1,874.00 per student, while the state average was $2,604.00. As principal, I have 
seen the gradual diminution of financial resources affect the school program and have 
to honestly be concerned about how long we can continue to have positive results in 
a period of constant reductions or level funded budgets. 

At the Federal and State levels, politicians are demanding more and more, con- 
stantly expanding the challenges and expectations they desire the local systems to accept 
and achieve. The dilemma is that they are not providing us the resources necessary to 
do what is being asked. In good conscience I can assure you that the staff has done 
whatever necessary to work positively and productively with our students. We have been 
creative, resourceful, and responsive, but our ability to continually function this way 
is finite. 

Some of the highlights of this past school year include: 

The Middle School Drama Club was extremely active, for they were involved in 
2 productions: ‘‘Little Miss Christie’’ and ‘‘Happy Haunting.’’ Again, the cast and crew 
were invited to the Salem, Connecticut schools, and they received commendations from 
the audiences who truly enjoyed their performance. 

Our students participated in the Thayer Academy Regional Science Fair, and one 
of our students, Richard Perez, received an award for his project. 

The intramural program, under the supervision of Mr. Thomas Kenney, gave a large 
number of our students the chance to enjoy participation in after-school activities. 

A group of High School and Middle School teachers participated in an Holistic 
Scoring Workshop which was conducted by Mrs. Eileen Malloy, Chairman of the English 
Department of Whitman-Hanson High School. They were trained in the proper techni- 
ques of assessing writing samples that are part of the Basic Skills Testing Program. 

Ms. Christina Mason, a teacher of English, participated in the Brown University 
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Institute of American Literature. This seminar, offered at no cost to the school system, 
is designed to improve the knowledge and teaching skills of the participants. 

The cafetorium of the Middle School was dedicated to the memory of Mr. Charlie 
Thomas. The ceremony involved friends who attested to the many wonderful things done 
for people by Charlie over the span of his life. 

The community continues to utilize the facilities at the Middle School for a wide 
range of activities. Presently, our building is used 7 days a week by a broad spectrum 
of East Bridgewater civic, religious, community and school-related groups. 

In September, Mr. Vincent Mitchell and his students were transferred to the High 
School to insure compliance with State regulations. For 15 years, he was an integral 
part of our school, and he and his students are missed by the entire staff. 

The Alcohol and Drug Information Council, a student group designed to help all 
of our school population understand more about substance abuse, is very active. They 
have expanded their program into the fifth and sixth grade and have brought assemblies 
to our school. The council, under Mr. Cirigliano’s supervision, has developed into a 
very positive force in the Middle School. 

New to the teaching staff at the Middle School this year are the following:

who transferred to the Middle School from the Central School. 

I want to thank you, Mr. Mitchell, and your staff for your continued support. I 
particularly want to commend Mr. Joseph Cirigliano for his constant involvement which 
helps provide a quality program here at the Middle School. There are 2 members of 
our staff who deserve mention. Mrs. Allene Hamilton, our librarian for the past 17 years, 
retired in June. She was a loyal, cooperative, dedicated member of our faculty, who 
worked diligently with our staff to provide outstanding library services for our students. 
Mrs. Mary Alden, after 25 years of service, also has retired. She will always be 
remembered for the time and effort she spent working in the classroom, as well as the 
countless hours she volunteered to student activities. Students were her first priority, 
and she would do anything necessary to help them.

Report of the Principal of the High School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

It is with pleasure that I submit the annual report of the High School for the year 
1985. The enrollment as of October 1, was as follows: Grade 9—181, Grade 10—183, 
Grade 11—163, Grade 12—150, and 6 ungraded students, for a total of 683 students. 

During the 1984-85 school year, the High School administrative positions were filled 
in acting capacities due to the resignation of former principal, William E. Farrell. In 
May, 1985, after an extensive application and screening process, I was honored to be 
appointed as Principal of East Bridgewater High School, effective August 1. Successive 
appointments named John Barry as Assistant Principal and Gerard Linehan as Ad- 
ministrative Assistant. Mr. Barry and Mr. Linehan both hold a Master’s Degree in Educa- 
tion from Harvard University. The talent and expertise that Mr. Barry and Mr. Linehan 
have brought to the administrative team of the High School have been invaluable in 
long-range planning, daily operations of the school and support and assistance of faculty, 
students and parents. It is the philosophy of the High School and the school administra- 
tion to work as closely as possible with parents and to foster cooperation and communica- 
tion between the school and the home. 

Four valued members of the faculty resigned in 1985, effective at the close of the 
school year. We were sorry to lose the services of these experienced educators, who were 
also friends and colleagues: Sheila Gibbons, Thomas Lovett, Eileen Silva, and Sara Wein- 
traub. However, the High School was fortunate, in the summer interviewing process, 
- to obtain the services of excellent teachers to fill these staff positions. New to the High 
School this year are: William Altieri, Salem State College (Industrial Education); Judy 
Childress, North Carolina State University (English); and Barbara Nelson, Cornell Univer- 
sity (Mathematics). Miss Karen Kelly, a graduate of the University of Massachusetts 
and Bridgewater State College, began the year as a teacher of English in a provisional 
position. For unexpected medical reasons, it was necessary that she resign and Mrs. Jo- 
hanna Ryan, a graduate of Marymount College and Fordham University, was selected 
for that teaching position. 

Other staff changes resulted from the retirement of Barbara Benson as a High School 
Main Office Secretary, after twenty years of exceptional service, and the resignation 
of Mary Sue McGrath as part-time Music Secretary and Beverly Wolfe as the Teacher 
Aide. Mrs. McGrath was selected to replace Mrs. Benson, and Mrs. Deborah Smith was 
appointed as the Teacher Aide. Mrs. Wolfe was appointed to a new position as part- 
time Athletic Secretary, and Mrs. Anne Bezio became the part-time Music Department 
Secretary. We are pleased to retain such qualified and competent personnel. 

The High School was united with the school community as we shared our grief upon 
the tragic death of Mrs. Peggy Ross, our High School Library Assistant. The Ross 
Memorial Fund which has been established will perpetuate the ideals of the Ross family. 

The focus of the High School goals is the curriculum and the instructional pro- 
_ gram. While there is much to be done for continued improvement and development in 
this area, our students receive a quality education as is evidenced by the admission of 
62 seniors to 35 different schools, colleges, and universities. The year 1985 was the second 
year of midterm and final examinations for all students at the High School. This is one 
way in which the emphasis on the educational program is placed on academic achieve- 
ment. This was also the second year of a computerized system of grade reporting and 
weighted class rank. 

This past year saw the inception of the self-evaluation process for the decennial 
accreditation. The New England Association of Schools and Colleges will evaluate the 
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High School on March 9-12, 1986, through the services of a visiting team of educators. 
All aspects of the High School program, such as curriculum and instruction, staff and 
administration, building facilities, student activities, and special services, will be reviewed. 
Staff in-service time has been devoted almost exclusively to the intense, written self- 
assessment that provides in-depth information and material for the visiting team. The 
entire procedure requires 10-12 months of preparation and much hard work on the part 
of the staff. We are especially indebted to Claire Howard and Virginia O’Kelly, who 
have served as co-chairpersons of the Steering Committee, and who have volunteered 
many hours of effort for the self-evaluation. The final report of the New England Associa- 
tion of Schools and Colleges will be made available to the community. 

This past year also saw the development of a third computer lab to be used for 
Word Processing in the Business Education Department. The equipment for this com- 
puter lab was obtained through a federal grant as was funding for an alternative pro- 
gram entitled ‘‘Project Employ.’’ Project Employ provides pre-vocational exploration 
and job counseling for special education students and others who are a potential high 
risk for employment. Two new staff members were added as a result of this grant, William 
Romaniecki and Fred Ruehrwein. This grant is administered cooperatively with the West 
Bridgewater Public Schools. Mr. Romaniecki and Mr. Ruehrwein have enlisted the sup- 
port of local businesses and employers in conjunction with the services of Project Employ. 
The High School is very appreciative of the cooperation that has been received from | 
employers in finding jobs for students and in working with the school to provide a true 
school-community program with the potential to benefit the town as well as the students. 

The Special Education Program of the High School was enhanced by the moving 
of Mr. Vincent Mitchell’s ungraded class from the Middle School to the High School. 
These exceptional young people are positive contributors to the High School environment. 

Co-curricular activities continue to be a source of pride for students, families, the 
school, and the community. In the fall of 1985, the Viking Marching Band and Color 
Guard achieved distinction as the New England Scholastic Band Association Field Com- 
petition Champions, Division III]. Daniel Lasdow, Director of Music, continues to bring 
out the full potential of our student musicians who have excelled in performance and 
competitions throughout the year. Other accomplishments of the Viking Band were: 
M.1I.C.A. State Marching Band Championship, Class AA; Massachusetts State Parade 
Championship, Div. III; and New England Parade Championship, Div. III. 

The East Bridgewater Athletic Program enjoyed a successful year with a high level 
of participation in all sports. The Baseball Team qualified for state tournament play 
for the second straight year. The Boys Track Team was second in the South Shore League, 
small school division. The Football Team saw the culmination of their season with a 
co-championship in the small school division and the best overall record in the South 
Shore League. The Athletic Program continues to have excellent coaching and leader- 
ship, under the direction of Judith Kraemer, Athletic Director. 

As Student Activities Coordinator, George McCabe is the spirit of student activities 
at the High School. The Student Senate, Key Club, and class advisors organize and spon- 
sor many worthwhile events with Mr. McCabe’s assistance and direction. Countless hours 
are put in by the Student Activities Coordinator to arrange the Red Cross Bloodmobile, 
Halloween Party for pre-school children, Pancake Breakfast, and the distribution of 
holiday dinners to those in need. The High School is fortunate in having dedicated coaches 
and advisors, as well as the commitment of Miss Kraemer, Mr. Lasdow, and Mr. McCabe. 

The Drama Club produced an outstanding musical performance of ‘‘The Wiz.’’ 
Students who excelled in the starring roles were: The Wiz, Russell Kenn; Dorothy, Jessica 
Jaquith; Scarecrow, John Dupuis; Tin Man, David Repeta; and the Cowardly Lion,

David Dupuis. The supporting cast, led by Shannon Dalton and Lee Anne Metz, was 
equally impressive. A new Drama Club Advisor, Miss Marilyn Guarino, has plans under- 
way for the traditional favorite, ‘‘Oklahoma,”’’ to be produced this coming spring. 

An effective and noteworthy campaign to gain support for the ‘‘Students Against 
Drunk Driving’”’ (S.A.D.D.) Chapter was organized by the Administrative Assistant, 
Gerard Linehan. There was an active safe prom program, assemblies, pledges, and pub- 
licity aimed at promoting driving safety. 

A Parents Discussion Group was organized to meet in informal sessions each month 
with the Principal and Assistant Principal. These sessions are open to any interested 
parent or community member and the topics for discussion are selected by the group. 
In the meetings held to date, topics discussed have been: The Human Sexuality Unit 
of the Health Education Program, awareness of drug use and abuse, adolescent suicide, 

Program of Studies, and S.A.T. testing. It is hoped that this group of highly motivated 
parents will form the nucleus for increased school-home communication. 

A Faculty Advisory Council was also organized at the onset of the 1984-85 school 

_ year. This group of faculty representatives meets monthly with the Principal to discuss 
mutual concerns, plans, and goals for the High School. 

Highlights of the 1985 school year were: 

—Successful Homecoming 1984, with Denise Cooper selected as Homecoming 
Queen. 

—Commendation in the 1985 National Merit Scholarship Program received by 
Kristin Ramsden. 

—Successful achievement test scores in the Science Research Associates testing pro- 
gram, especially for Grade 9 students. 

—Second Annual Academic Homecoming with alumni meeting with students and 
School Committee. | 

—Boston Globe Scholastic Art Gold Keys awarded to Becky Roberts, Brad Mac- 
Pherson, and Stephen Prygoda. 

—Extension of the Chapter I Program to provide services for all eligible students, 
Grades 9-12. 

—Denise Cooper selected to receive the Sherman Starr Human Relations Award. 

—Christine Battaglia and David Giordano selected to attend the Massachusetts Ad- 
vanced Studies Program at Milton Academy. 

—Basic Skills testing in math, writing, and listening skills. 

—Conversion of outdated language lab to a business computer lab. 

—Nancy Andrews, Tracy Solari, and Kathy Reardon named as Commonwealth 
Scholars and recipients of $1,000.00 awards. 

—Annual Financial Aid Program was held in January. 

—The Fifth Annual Music Banquet catered to a capacity crowd of 300 students 
and families. 

—Eighth Grade Parents Orientation held on March 4, 1985, organized cooperatively 
with High School and Middle School administration and guidance. 

—The grant award for Project Employ, an alternative educational program. 

—Organization of S.A.D.D., Students Against Drunk Driving Chapter. 

—Michelle Smith awarded first prize in the Massachusetts Temperance League’s 
statewide essay contest. 

—East Bridgewater High School students, Bruce Fuller, Kolleen Reardon, and Susan

—The Class of 1986 volunteered, during April vacation, to assist custodians with 
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maintenance projects and received Boston television coverage.

—East Bridgewater Pops Concert, ‘‘Swing Into Spring,’’ presented in the gymnasium 
on March 22, 1985.

I would also like to thank the other town departments who work ecxihentitvats with 
the High School throughout the year, especially the East Bridgewater Public Library, 
and Mrs. Anne Hynes, whose devotion to students and learning know no bounds, the 
Fire and Police Departments, and last, but not least, my gratitude is extended to Mr. 
Barry and Mr. Linehan and the High School Faculty for their conscientious commit- 
ment to the High School, which can best be evaluated by the achievements and success 
of our graduates.

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Report of the Director of Music 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

The Music Department is pleased to submit its annual report for 1985. 

I wish to commend our fine staff of music educators for their hard work this past 
year. Mrs. Mary Wilcox has done an outstanding job developing the vocal music pro- 
gram, grades 5-12. The musicianship displayed by her students is excellent. Mrs. Wilcox 
gives freely of her time to work after school and evenings preparing her students for 
auditions and performances, and she maintains the highest professional standards in 
her teaching and conducting. 

Mr. John Fantucchio is a source of inspiration and motivation for our Middle School 
instrumental students and constantly challenges them to reach their capabilities and to 
develop their skills. Mr. Fantucchio’s work with the High School Jazz Band is excellent, 
and he has begun a Middle School jazz group this year as well. 

Mrs. Mary Anne Rebhan has completed her first year as Central School music 
teacher. Her wealth of musical experience enables our students to receive the very best 
instruction in the classroom, chorus and recorder groups. Mrs. Rebhan’s original musical 
plays performed by the students add a great deal to the artistic environment at Central 
School. 

Mr. Richard Burke and Mr. Russell Battista have completed their second season 
working with the marching band and color guard and have contributed greatly to the 
success of these groups. 

Under the leadership of Mr. William Andrews, the Music Parents Association con- 
tinues its support of the music program through various fundraising projects and sup- 
port services. The many services provided by the Association include funds for consultants 
to work with the marching band program; accompanists for the choruses at each con- 
cert; the purchase of a sound system, complete with microphones, amplifier and speakers 
for the Jazz Band and Show Choir; festival fees for students accepted to SEMSBA, 
District and All State; transportation to various activities; music award jackets; an awards 
banquet; musical equipment and uniforms. The Association is presently trying to raise 
$24,000 to send the Band, Chorus and Color Guard to Washington, D.C. in April. 

An outstanding awards banquet was held at Ridder’s Country Club in February 
- with Professor George Parks from the University of Massachusetts, Amherst, as the 
guest speaker. The Music Parents Association presented award jackets to qualified 
students at this banquet. 

The annual Pops Concert was again sponsored by the Music Parents Association. 
Thrusday evening’s performance for the senior citizens served as a dress rehearsal. Fri- 
day evening’s performance was held in the gym with a capacity audience in attendance. 
The Show Choir and Jazz Band were featured, as well as the cast and orchestra of THE 
WIZ. 

The Winter Color Guard had a successful season under the direction of Mr. Bat- 
tista and placed third in the finals held at Andover High School. The Music Parents 
Association once again sponsored a NESBA Color Guard Contest in the High School 
gym in March. 

Student participation in local and state music festivals is high. Students are accepted, 
through audition, to participate in band, orchestra or chorus. Being selected is a great 
honor and indicates that these students are among the best in the state. The hard work 
of the students, the efforts of Mrs. Wilcox and Mr. Fantucchio to prepare their students, 
and the quality of private instruction available after school are directly responsible for 
this success.

Mrs. Wilcox has made it possible for Sandy to participate 
completely in the vocal music program at the Middle School and has prepared her music- 
ally and otherwise to successfully go through the audition process. This is another example 
of the value of music education in the public schools as an important part of the school 
curriculum, and it is also a wonderful example of dedication, professionalism, warmth 
and caring on the part of Mrs. Wilcox. 

Thirteen students participated in the NESBA Honors Band which performed in the 
annual St. Patrick’s Day Parade in New York City. 

Student interest in performing solo and small ensemble music continues to be high 
with outstanding performances in the Student Recital and Senior Recital programs at 
the High School. 

The High School musical, THE WIZ, and the Middle School musical, LITTLE MISS 
CHRISTIE, were presented this past year under the musical direction of Mrs. Wilcox. 

Successful spring and Christmas concerts were presented by all schools. 

The Viking Band performed in the Jimmy Fund Day Parade, the Memorial, Day 
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exercises, the Veterans’ Day Parade and the Soccer Parade as well as the second Old 
Tyme Fall Festival, which was sponsored by the Music Parents Association and the Viking 
Sports Parents. 

The High School Band participated in a one-day exchange concert with Triton 
Regional High School in Byfield, MA. East Bridgewater visited Triton on April 30 and 
Triton performed in East Bridgewater on May 2. Our students were guests of the Triton 
families for dinner, and we did the same when Triton visited East Bridgewater. 

The American Choral Directors Association (ACDA) Choral Festival was held at 
East Bridgewater High School on May 11 with thirteen choruses competing in three 
classes. East Bridgewater was second in its class with a Division II rating. 

The Show Choir traveled to Newport, R.I. for competition in the Heritage Music 
Festival. The group received a second place award. 

Professor Walter Chesnut of the University of Massachusetts, Amherst, presented 
a band clinic on February 5 for all instrumental students in grades 5-12. In April, a 
choral clinic was conducted by Dr. Wayne Abercrombie, also from the University of 
Massachusetts, Amherst, for the High School Chorus. 

The Save Our Steinway Committee (SOS) reached its goal of restoring the Stein- 
way Grand Piano in the High School Auditorium. Loretta Ring, Chairperson of the 
committee, is to be commended for her hard work in reaching this goal. With her leader- 
ship, the committee was able to raise $5,000 for the complete overhaul and rebuilding 
of this valuable instrument. Walter Woitasek of Brockton did the work on the piano. 
Thanks to Mrs. Ring, the Town of East Bridgewater has a beautiful musical instrument 
which should last for many years. A concert to dedicate the piano was held in November. 
Lucy Gotschall Ingram and her husband, Dr. Henry Ingram, performed as featured ar- 
tists on the program. 

The Youth Concert Program at Symphony Hall continues to be popular with our 
students. Mrs. Joan Leland, Town Chairperson, assisted by Mrs. Lois Turner, organizes 
the concert series for elementary and high school students. The concerts, presented by 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, are excellent musical experiences for all in attendance. 
This year we have 70 elementary and 35 high school students participating. The follow- 
ing area businesses have given financial support to the program in order to enable more

A Night of Appreciation was held for the Viking Band and Color Guard in December 
to congratulate the students on their success this past fall in NESBA competition. Presen- 
tations were made to the students by Senator Edward Kirby, East Bridgewater Board 
of Selectmen Chairman, Eric Greene, and by representatives of Governor Michael 
Dukakis and Congressman Brian Donnelly. The music program is a source of great pride 
for the Town of East Bridgewater. The High School Viking Band and Color Guard cur- 
rently hold the distinction of being Massachusetts State and New England Field Com- 
petition Champions as well as Massachusetts State and New England Parade Champions. 

The music program affects the quality of the entire community. East Bridgewater 
has received local, regional and national recognition through the accomplishments of 
its student musicians. Through a variety of musical experiences, students of all grade 
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levels develop qualities of self-discipline, pride, poise, confidence and teamwork. They 
work toward and reach goals. They develop time management techniques, musical talents 
and life-long skills. The Town has established a tradition of pride in its music program 
and in its young people who take part.

Report of the Director of Physical Education 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

The physical education program consists of those courses and activities designed 
to help meet the physical and recreational needs of students. 

Both present and future physical needs of students are met through: 1.) participa- 
tion in a wide variety of physical activities that will lead to the development of coor- 
dination, strength, motor skills and endurance; 2.) participation in a variety of physical 
activities having continuing lifetime values; and 3.) experiences designed to develop 
knowledge, understanding and attitudes which result in desirable practices necessary to 
maintain physical, social, emotional and mental health. 

The dedication of the Physical Education Department may best be explained in the 
following areas that exemplify the philosophy, attitude of the staff and the curriculum. 

Physical Education as an integral part of the student’s total education is concerned 
with all aspects of the individual’s development. 

The level of participation by students at each of the schools was at the highest rate 
ever in 1985. | 

The curriculum was highlighted by mini courses at the Central School where fourth 
graders participated in such activities as physical fitness, roller skating, aerobic fitness 
and bicycle riding. } 

At the Middle School, the bowling and touch football championships held at the 
end of each unit were very popular with the students. 

Open house in the fall at the Central School found the gym to be the most popular 
place where students could show parents some of the equipment used in the classes. 

The emphasis on enjoyment of physcial activities, not on competition, best describes 
the annual field days at the Central and Middle schools. 

Students from the High School, assisting in the field activities for grades 4-8, gained 
valuable experience in leadership as well as the third and fourth graders who assisted 
in the first, second, and kindergarten field days. 

Intramurals have become an important extension of our physical education program. 

The survey of student interest in intramural participation at the High School in- © 
dicated that 188 students would like to be involved in the program. 

Floor hockey has entered its sixth season at the Middle School. The program con- 
tinues to be a tremendous success with 111 students enrolled in grades 5-8. The unit 
will be highlighted with a student-faculty game. Eighth grade participants are selected 
for their sportsmanship, attendance and skill. 

The Central School intramural program of floor hockey, basketball and swimming 
continues to be ever popular. 
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Meanwhile, the department for the past years has seen financial limitations where 
the curriculum at each of the schools has been reviewed and adjustments made so as 
not to decrease significantly the quality of our physical education programs. 

Therefore, as I look upon the modifications in the program, it reflects that increases 
are necessary in the budget and the curriculum for students to reach the level of ma- 
turity for a satisfying and active life so as to meet the challenges of today’s society.
